THE LEADER of Dudley Council has pledged to 
do everything he can to find famous Black Coun¬ 
try speedway club Cradley Heathens a permanent 
home in the borough. 

Councillor Patrick Harley says he has been in talks with the 
club’s bosses in efforts to find the team their own permanent 
track where they can have race meetings. 

The team have been homeless for more than 20 years, since leaving their base 
Cllr Patrick Harley Q uc Q e y Wood, and have been sharing grounds with clubs in Wolverhampton, 



Region to be 
first to test 
5G technology 

THE West Midlands has won the race to become 
the UK’s first 5G mobile internet test bed. 

According to the Digital Minister Margot James, 
who is also MP for Stourbridge: “5G has the po¬ 
tential to dramatically transform the way we go 
about our daily lives. 

“We want the citizens of the UK to be amongst 
the first to experience all the opportunities and 
benefits this new technology will bring. The West 
Midlands Testbed, which is the first of its kind an¬ 
ywhere in the world, will be instrumental in help¬ 
ing us realise this ambition.” 

The region beat competition from 18 other areas 
of the country to land the multi-million pound 
deal, which will see it get super-fast connectivity. 

The pilot scheme will see an initial £50 million 
of Government cash used to create a 5G network 
across the region. It will give mobile users reliable 
network speeds of up to 1GB, enabling downloads 
in seconds, as well as providing a major boost for 
businesses. 

The West Midlands Combined Authority will 
now work with the Government’s 5G testbeds 
and trials team and industry partners. The first 
series of 5G projects are expected to be launched 
early next year, and will focus on health, construc¬ 
tion and automotive sectors. Initial schemes could 
include live streaming of security CCTV footage 
from buses and ‘connected ambulances’ enabling 
paramedic crews to access specialist advice. 


Birmingham and Stoke in recent years. 

But now Councillor Harley has said it is ‘para¬ 
mount’ that the local authority take action to find

Councillor Harley said: “There are two groups - 
the supporters group and the organisation that is 
Cradley speedway. 

“I have met with both of them trying to find some 
way forward to try and get them a home back in 
the borough. 

“I thought we had found a home a few weeks ago 
but unfortunately after having officers meet with 
the land owners, they do have a use for that land. 

Search 

“The search goes on to try and help the Cradley 
Heathens. I do realise that it is absolutely para¬ 
mount to try and find them somewhere in the bor¬ 
ough.” 

In their heyday, Cradley Heathens won 13 tro¬ 
phies in 17 years and produced seven world cham¬ 
pions. Cradley Heathens was founded in Dudley in 
1947 and competed at the top level of British speed¬ 
way until 1995 when the team closed. 

But the team was revived in 2010 as Dudley Hea¬ 
thens and competed in the National League. In 2013 
the club’s name changed back to Cradley Heathens. 

The club, which now track shares with Wolver¬ 
hampton at Monmore Green, withdrew from the 
National League at the end of last season and cur¬ 
rently races only in National Trophy fixtures, shar¬ 
ing its riders with other clubs. 

The Motor Market Cradley Heathens’ next fix¬ 
ture is ‘home’ at Wolverhampton against Mildenhall 
Fen Tigers on Tuesday, September 11. 

“The only way we could return to full league rac¬ 
ing is by finally securing a site of our own,” said 
club director Nigel Pearson at the start of the tro¬ 
phy campaign. 

The comments from Councillor Harley came as 
part of a live Q&A session the council boss was host¬ 
ing on Facebook, where he also answered questions 
on a range of issues, from homelessness in the bor¬ 
ough and to illegal traveller camps.

DUDLEY College it to table a bid to take over the 
site of local landmark the Dudley Hippodrome - 
resulting in the former variety theatre on Castle 
Hill being bulldozed. 

Education bosses have had their sights on the 
land for months and are now developing firm plans 
to use the site for the continued expansion of the 
college. 

A bid for the site is expected to be lodged this 
month and, if successful, would end hopes of rescu¬ 
ing the venue and reviving it as a theatre 

Dudley Council invited companies to submit ‘ex¬ 
pressions of interest’ in the former bingo hall in 
July following the collapse of a community-led bid 


to re-open the 1930s-built venue as a theatre. In its 
heyday it hosted such stars at Laurel and Hardy, 
George Formby, Ken Dodd and Bruce Forsyth. 

A college spokesman said: “The college is inter¬ 
ested in developing the facility and with a number 
of partners we are working on a proposal for con¬ 
sideration.” 

Developing 

The college has acknowledged it had an interest 
in the site but it is the first time it has publicly 
stated its intentions for developing it. It is under¬ 
stood the college would have no interest it retain¬ 
ing the Castle Hill building. 


Education bosses are keen to continue the rapid 
growth of the college, which has become one of the 
most respected post-16 learning centres in the re¬ 
gion under the leadership of principal Lowell Wil¬ 
liams. 

Hopes the Hippodrome could be saved were 
all-but dashed last year by the new Conservative 
council leadership. Council leader Patrick Harley 
said he wanted to draw a line under the Hippo¬ 
drome issue ‘once and for all’. 

The building stands derelict and has not been 
used since 2009. Thousands had signed a petition 
to save the building but the presence of dangerous 
asbestos added to the costs. 


More than 40,000 call 

for justice for Ryan

A PETITION to spark a 
Parliamentary debate on a 
ground-breaking legal fight 
to get justice for a young 
knife victim has reached 
the 40,000 mark. 

The news came as more than 
200 bikers took part in a fund¬ 
raising ride-out in memory of 
Ryan Passey, from Stourbridge, 
who died following a stabbing at 
a nightclub in the town in Au¬ 
gust last year. 

The event raised £1,800 for his 
family’s fighting fund and a raffle is 
expected to boost the total to more 
than £2,000. 

It was organised by John Hill, 
a close friend of Ryan’s father and 
licensee of The Widders pub, in Bar¬ 
rack Lane, Halesowen, where the 
ride-out to Bridgnorth started from 
and ended. 

He said: “We’ve raised more than 
£30,000 over five years for different 
charities here at the pub but this is 
the most important cause so far.” 

Ryan’s father Adrian Passey, who 
attended the ride-out with other 
family members, said: “I’ve been 
overwhelmed by the turn-out and 
the support we’ve been getting. This 
was an amazing day.” 

In February, Kobe Murray was 
found not guilty of the murder and 
manslaughter of 24-year-old am¬ 
ateur footballer Ryan following 
a two-week trial at Birmingham 
Crown Court. He admitted stabbing 
Ryan but said it happened acciden¬ 
tally as he was pushing him away. 
He also said the knife had belonged 
to a friend. 

West Midlands Police is reviewing 
the case, with officers looking for 
new evidence. Stourbridge MP Mar¬ 
got James has written to the Gov¬ 
ernment’s Attorney General over 
the case 

The victim’s family and friends 


are calling for a right to appeal jury 
verdicts. Their campaign, called Jus¬ 
tice For Ryan, is seeking a change in 
the law to allow victims and their 
families to challenge a jury’s acquit¬ 
tal decision. 

If their petition reaches 100,000 
signatures, their cause will be de¬ 
bated in Parliament. 

Family friend Jason Connon said 


25,000 people had so far signed the 
online petition while another 15,000 
names had been added to paper peti¬ 
tions at events including as Sunday’s 
ride-out. 

Around £10,000 has been raised 
towards the fighting fund to cover 
legal costs. Mr Connon said: “It’s 
going to be a long and difficult fight 
but we’re not going to give up.” 


Also at the ride-out were Ryan’s 
mother Gill, her husband Phil Tay¬ 
lor, and Adrian’s partner Debbie. 

The next fundraiser will be a 
memorial football match between 
Wolves All-Stars and a ‘Justice 
for Ryan’ team on September 30 
at Stourbridge FC, preceded by a 
march highlighting the rise in knife 
crime. 


Rare chance 
to go behind 
the scenes at 
civic buildings 

SIX important heritage buildings in 
Dudley will be throwing open their 
doors to the public as part of Heritage 
Open Day on Saturday. 

The event is a celebration of the coun¬ 
try’s architecture and culture, and ven¬ 
ues not usually open to the public allow 
access to enable visitors to discover the 
hidden treasures within. 

Visitors will be able to view the 
1920s-built grade II listed Coroner’s 
Court, which retains its original fit¬ 
tings and furnishings. They can also 
see the famous Hans Feibusch mural, 
together with the rarely seen prelimi¬ 
nary sketches, at the Town Hall, and 
step back in time at the Unitarian Old 
Meeting House, which is one of the old¬ 
est buildings in Dudley. 

Visitors will also be able to sit in the 
council chamber where important deci¬ 
sions are made, and have a rare behind 
the scenes peek at the ancient ‘Top’ and 
‘Bottom’ churches, where there will be 
tours, refreshments and special events. 

Anyone wishing to view the buildings 
should turn up at most venues between 
10am and 4pm, with the exception of 
Dudley Town Hall, which will be open 
between 11am and 3pm. No booking is 
required. 

Heritage Open Days is a scheme that 
encourages owners of historically im¬ 
portant buildings to open them free of 
charge to the public. 

£10,000 reward

Bosses from Commercial Body Fit¬ 
tings in Coseley have offered the large 
sum in return for information leading to 
the prosecution of the gang. 

They were seen on CCTV clad in hood¬ 
ies and face masks emptying petrol into 
the ground floor window of the building 
on Budden Road at aroun 12.30am on 
August 6. 

A spokesperson for the firm said: 
“The police have got some good inquir¬ 
ies going on and there are a couple of 
suspects. They haven’t broken in to steal 
anything - they have broken in to burn 
the place down.”

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Praise for 
children's 
service from 
watchdog 

DUDLEY Council’s children’s servic¬ 
es have been praised for its progress 
by Government watchdogs despite 
warnings that social workers are 
struggling with workloads. 

Ofsted’s findings have been wel¬ 
comed by the council’s cabinet mem¬ 
ber with responsibility for children 
who said it showed the authority was 
improving services for vulnerable 
youngsters and young people. 

Responding to a letter reporting on 
Ofsted’s latest monitoring visit, Cllr 
Angus Lees, said: “We are pleased 
with the findings of the monitoring 
visit, which demonstrate we are con¬ 
tinuing to move in the right direction 
to transform services. 

“I’m particularly pleased it makes 
reference to the good work of our 
social workers and staff, who work 
tirelessly to help the children in our 
borough who need it the most.” 

Inspectors also observed social 
work practice and praised leaders and 
senior managers, saying “clear stra¬ 
tegic plans” were in place to further 
improve services in Dudley. 

Inspectors reported they “did not 
see any children or young people at 
risk of significant harm” during their 
visit. 

But the inspectors also found that 
high caseloads were affecting its abil¬ 
ity to recruit and retain staff,. 

A full inspection will take place 
later this year.

Greg Stokes will be highlighting 
the contaminated blood scandal in the 
NHS during the event at The Lamp 
Tavern, High Street, on Friday, Sep¬ 
tember 21, from 8pm.

The evening with Greg Stokes and 
Friends will take place three days be¬ 
fore the public inquiry begins into the 
scandal which saw thousands of peo¬ 
ple with haemophilia and associated 
conditions given transfusions of con¬ 
taminated blood clotting factor. Many 
have since developed and died from 
HIV and hepatitis C. There have been 
claims of a cover up over how much 
doctors knew about the dangers.

Netherton pub saved from the bulldozers

A CONTROVERSIAL plan to bull¬ 
doze an historic pub in Dudley has 
been blocked by council bosses who 
said demolition would result in losing 
a piece of the borough’s heritage. 

Officials moved to stop the dem¬ 
olition of the Bunch of Bluebells in 
Netherton and insist the building 
should be left standing, despite it 
becoming a target for vandalism and 
fly-tippers. 

In refusing the application, an of¬ 
ficer stated the the pub contributes to 
‘local character and distinctiveness of 
Netherton’. The officer’s report said: 


“The applicant has failed to demon¬ 
strate the economic, social and en¬ 
vironmental gains of the proposed 
scheme, particularly in the absence of 
clear and convincing justification for 
the loss of the heritage asset and the 
negative impact this will have on the 
local character and distinctiveness of 
the area. 

History 

The report continued: “The pro¬ 
posal fails to respond adequately to 
the local character, distinctiveness 
and context of the local area.” 


Councillor Ian Kettle, cabinet mem¬ 
ber for regeneration, said: “We have 
a history to be proud of in Dudley 
borough and it’s important we ensure 
that decisions that affect the future 
of buildings or other assets with his¬ 
torical significance are taken with due 
consideration. 

“We refused due to lack of evidence 
of what benefits the demolition would 
bring, the fact it would result in losing 
a piece of local heritage and no plans 
are in place for the future use of the 
site once demotion occurred.”

DUDLEY’S new police chief has vowed 
to get out on the beat and not have her 
feet stuck under a desk as she takes 
on her latest challenge. 

Chief Superintendent Sally Bourner has 
taken charge of Dudley as she marks 28 years 
of service with West Midlands Police. 

Her appointment coincides with the results of a 
survey by The Chronicle’s sister newspaper with 
the Express & Star’s crime survey revealing that 
more than half of readers do not feel safe and two 
thirds never see police on patrol in their area. 
Around 10,000 people responded to the survey in 
just two weeks. 

Ch Supt Bourner said she doesn’t shy away from 
this, saying: “Our most important relationship of 
all is our relationship with the people.” 

She said of the survey: “It makes me sad if that is 
how people feel with police because that neighbour¬ 
hood relationship is almost the front door into the 
entirety of what we do within policing. 

Challenges 

“In terms of presence, I would say we are signif¬ 
icantly smaller than we were. Every force is sig¬ 
nificantly smaller, therefore we do the maths that 
means there are fewer officers and PCSOs out on 
the ground. 

“One of the biggest challenges we face at the 
moment is how we ensure that we deliver on the 
here-and-now imperative to deal with citizens’ 
need,s while at the same time working with our 
neighbourhood teams and with our wider partner¬ 
ship and prevent that harm happening in the first 
instance to stem the relentless demand coming in. 

“Our relationship with partners around preven¬ 
tion and intervention is crucial. The police are the 
public and the public are the police. 

“We cannot do what we do without the public 
being our eyes and ears which is why our neigh¬ 
bourhood teams are so crucial, they are the face 
and voice on the ground with local people.” 

She continued: “As commander of the borough, 
one of the things I am going to regularly do is get 
out and about, not having my feet under the desk 
but actually getting out on the beat with colleagues 
to understand the issues they are grappling with 


and listening to local people.” Prior to this role, she 
led the region’s force contact centre which dealt 
with between 6,000 and 7,000 calls a day. 

She became a chief superintendent in 2011, mak¬ 
ing her one of the most experienced in the West 
Midlands, and has previously worked in Wolver¬ 
hampton as well as being a commander in Solihull. 

She added: “We have to find better ways to work 
with the public and our partners to prioritise the 


two things that are fundamental to what we do - 
focusing on offenders and actually protecting the 
most vulnerable people from harm. 

“I would say link in with your neighbourhood 
teams. 

!We are one big team at the end of the day and we 
are driven to help make our communities and the 
lives of our citizens better. 

“We cannot do that on our own.”

Commissioner 
role move stalls 

PLANS to combine the role of Police 
and Crime Commissioner with the 
mayoralty in the West Midlands by 
2020 have been dealt a blow. Council¬ 
lors in Coventry have not been able to 
reach an agreement to back the plans, 
put forward by the Government. 

It does not necessarily mean the 
end for the proposals, but all seven 
areas that make up the West Midlands 
Combined Authority, including Wol¬ 
verhampton and the other three Black 
Country boroughs, must agree if the 
plan is to be passed. A vote is due at 
the board meeting on September 14 

David Jamieson is currently Police 
and Crime Commissioner.

‘There was a familiar face in the third 
row, it was mine. I got knocked down, 
the ref said get up at nine, I said what 
time is it now?

I always had the stuffing knocked out 
of me’.” 

TV personality and comedian Jasper 
Carrott attended the service, and paid 
tribute. 

“We were this band of comic broth¬ 
ers. We all looked after each other,” 
he said. 

“I didn’t know Ian desperately well 
but I worked with him many a time. 
He was a great comic and so reliable. 
There’s a comedy club up there now. 
When I get up there I’m going to have 
trouble getting on the stage. I’m here 
to pay tribute to a very special come¬ 
dian.” 

And Black Country entertainer 
Kenny Craig said: “We had a great ca¬ 
maraderie. They were fabulous days. 
Ian led a great life.” 


Planners to 
visit site 
proposed 
for cemetery 

A HUGE new cemetery will be built 
opposite Rowley Regis Crematorium 
to provide much-needed new burial 
space, under plans set to go before 
councillors. 

Planning officials are due to visit 
a vast site backing onto homes on 
Powke Lane, where council bosses 
want the new cemetery to be created. 

The land, next to Powke Lane In¬ 
dustrial Estate, has been identified to 
provide burial space and is just a short 
distance from the crematorium, which 
recently underwent a £1.3 million re¬ 
vamp. A new car park would also be 
created to serve the new cemetery. 

Sandwell Council chiefs have been 
desperately searching for land to cre¬ 
ate burial space. 

Planning committee members are 
due to visit the site this week and a 
decision on whether to give it the go- 
ahead is expected in early October. 

However, the land, which is cur¬ 
rently open green space, is popular 
with dog-walkers and its possible loss 
has sparked anger. 

Documents with the application 
said: “The current application is to 
change the use of part of Powke Lane 
open space to a cemetery and will in- 
cludewidening of the existing access 
of Powke Lane, erection of an office 
building with toilets and an operation 
yard, creation of a car park and asso¬ 
ciated works including CCTV, lighting 
and landscaping.” 

Rowley Regis councillor Susan 
Eaves supports the plan. “We need 
a new cemetery. We will run out of 
space in a few years,” she said. “I 
know there are a lot of people who 
are up in arms about it but we need to 
have it somewhere.”

Father denies 
playing role 
in acid attack 
on young boy 

THE father of a three-year-old boy 
injured in a suspected acid attack has 
denied conspiring with six other peo¬ 
ple to carry out the assault. 

The youngster suffered serious 
burns to his face and arm at the Home 
Bargains store in Worcester on July 
21 . 

His 39-year-old father is charged 
with conspiring to commit grievous 
bodily harm in connection with the 
incident, in the Tallow Hill area of 
the city. The man, who cannot be 
named, pleaded not guilty at Worces¬ 
ter Crown Court last week. 

Five other men - Adam Cech, 27, 
and Jan Dudi, 25, both from Birming¬ 
ham; Norbert Pulko, 22, and Saied 
Hussini, 41, both from London, and 
Jabar Paktia, 41, from Wolverhamp¬ 
ton - all denied the same charge. 

Martina Badiova, 22, of Newcombe 
Road, Handsworth, Birmingham, 
also appeared in the dock. She was 
the seventh person arrested in con¬ 
nection with the investigation. The 
defendants spoke with the assistance 
of four different interpreters, using 
the Dari, Pashto, Czech and Slovak 
languages, and were flanked by seven 
dock officers. About 30 family and 
friends of the defendants packed the 
public gallery. 

The case was adjourned for a pre¬ 
liminary hearing on September 21. All 
were remanded into custody to appear 
back at the same court. 

Associations could 
take over church 

THREE community groups in Tipton 
have expressed an interest in buying 
a church which faces closure. 

The Grade Il-listed St Martin and 
St Paul Church will close under a 
current application from the Diocese 
of Lichfield. The proposal to shut the 
Gothic church, built in 1837, is down 
to a lack of resources for maintenance. 

However, Tipton Community As¬ 
sociation, Tipton Civic Society and St 
Paul’s Community Association have 
contacted the diocese about buying 
the church. 

Civic Society chairman Keith Hodg¬ 
kins said the joint venture could solve 
a problem faced by all three groups in 
not having a large enough venue. 

Consultation on the church closure 
ends on September 24.

HOMES may be built on land in Dud¬ 
ley under plans given a green light by 
planners. Dudley Council approved a 
scheme, subject to conditions, to build 
four homes between Regent House 
and Greystone Passage.

TV star Ross goes on 
raids with armed police

ROSS Kemp’s new documentary fol¬ 
lowing armed West Midlands Police 
officers will be on TV screens tonight 
(Thursday). 

Ross Kemp and the Armed Police will take 
viewers behind the scenes with the region’s 
firearms officers in footage filmed across the 
Black Country and Birmingham earlier this 
year. 

Former EastEnders actor Kemp was spotted 
several times in the region during filming - includ¬ 
ing at McDonald’s restaurants in Bentley Bridge, 
Wolverhampton and Stourbridge. He also posed 
for photos with Walsall and Wolverhampton Force 
Response officers. 

The show, which examines how armed police are 
dealing with the rise in gun crime in the region, 
will premier on ITV at 9pm on September 6 and 
then will be available on catch up, 

In the documentary, Kemp dons a bullet-proof 
vest, accompanies the police on house raids and 
embeds himself with the team, while he also meets 
gun smugglers who claim the police have lost con¬ 
trol of illegal arms importation. 

Gang 

Kemp also meets the families of victims of gun 
violence, including the mother of a 14-year-old who 
was gunned down last year in a gang-related inci¬ 
dent, and visits the National Ballistics Intelligence 
Service where seized guns are stored. 

The actor turned documentary maker accompa¬ 
nied the West Midlands Police Operational Support 
Unit and also worked with the British Transport 
Police, Northumberland Police and South York¬ 
shire Police in the making of the documentary. 

Kemp said on Twitter: “Coming to ITV on Thurs¬ 
day 6th September at 9pm, my new documentary, 
Ross Kemp and The Armed Police. 

“A year in the making, hope you can watch.” 

Earlier in the year Kemp hit out at reports that 
claimed he’d found Birmingham more terrifying 
than Afghanistan, describing the articles as ‘fake 
news’. 

The 54-year-old said “Saying I wore the same 
body armour working with armed police in Bir¬ 
mingham as I did in Afghanistan has been turned 


into headlines saying it was more terrifying and 
shocking filming in Birmingham than in Afghan¬ 
istan?! This is fake news and, I think, insulting to 
those who served in Afghanistan.” 

The actor turned investigative journalist received 
rave reviews for his 2004 documentary series Ross 
Kemp on Gangs that explored modern gang culture 
in the UK. 

He followed this up with a number of popular 


series that included Ross Kemp in Afghanistan and 
Ross Kemp: Extreme World. 

Figures released by the Home Office show the 
number of police firearms operations across the 
West Midlands has increased more in just a single 
year than in any other region in the country. 

Armed police were called to 3,312 incidents in 
2017/18 - up 53 per cent from the year before when 
there were 2,167.

There is a lesson 
here for politicians everywhere. You are ap¬ 
proached by a young and attractive supporter. 
Do you a) nod politely, b) shake hands, or c) let 
them lick your Solero? It’s really not that diffi¬ 
cult, is it? 

THE abiding image from this year’s Reading 
Festival inspired the Daily Star to adopt an oddly 
mediaeval sort of language that goes with rude 
bits and embarrassment. As the newspaper put 
it: “Pics include a lass holding aloft a blow-up 
penis. A lass? Aloft? Yea, verily, dilly-dilly and 
juggle my firkins. The inflatable-penis stunt 


must have seemed a great idea at the time. 
But then the image goes viral and I’m guess¬ 
ing the girl’s family are mortified. It gets worse.

Substance 
use is no 
laughing 
matter... 

MANY people will have noticed the pleth¬ 
ora of innocuous looking small silver can¬ 
isters littering parks, wasteground and 
streets. 

Some people may know they are ni¬ 
trous oxide gas canisters - also known as 
laughing gas or hippy crack. 

But how many people realise how 
widespread the use of the canisters 
and ‘balloons’ is becoming, predictably 
among young people, or how deadly they 
can be? 

Laughing gas seems fun, a harmless 
puff of light entertainment. But what 
these canisters actually do is replace ox¬ 
ygen in the lungs with nitrous oxide. How 
can that be harmless? 

The effects of laughing gas include a 
brief feeling of euphoria but also dizzi¬ 
ness, impaired judgment and even hal¬ 
lucinations. However the potential long¬ 
term damage due to the oxygen in the 
lungs being replaced with nitrous oxide 
can be a heart attack, severe brain dam¬ 
age or even death. 

The Daily Mail recently carried the trag¬ 
ic story of a 24-year-old mother who had 
been left paralysed by inhaling laughing 
gas at weekends. It caused Lichtheim’s 
disease, a degeneration of the spinal 
cord, and Olivia Golding can no longer 
walk or play with her three-year-old boy. 
The pictures were heart-breaking. Yet 
these canisters are freely available on line 
for just a few pence - pocket money in 
fact. Which is part of the problem. 

Young people and even children are 
buying them. Perhaps they assume they 
are legal and, as they are becoming so 
widely used, harmless. 

In fact nitrous oxide is covered under 
the The Psychoactive Substances Act 
of 2016 which previously tackled illegal 
highs. It is illegal to be used for human 
consumption but does have legitimate 
uses, including medicinal use such as in 
childbirth and in catering to whip cream 
and make frothy coffee. 

Let’s face it, the ‘yoooth’ of the day will 
always want to be a little rebellious, to be 
cool, to experiment and will also cave in 
to peer pressure. We’ve all been there. 

Sadly the dangers of ‘laughing gas’ 
are not well known. How many mothers 
have sat their children down and warned 
about inhaling laughing gas? Well now is 
the time. 

The worrying amount of canisters be¬ 
ing dumped shows how widespread this 
trend is becoming and I fear it will take 
more tragic deaths to realistically raise 
the profile of this deadly gas and its dan¬ 
gers. Don’t let your child, sister or friend 
be one of those unfortunate victims sac¬ 
rificed before the message gets through.

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Crash driver guilty of 
killing grandfather 

A 20-YEAR-OLD woman has 
been convicted of causing the 
death of a grandfather by care¬ 
less driving and warned not to 
assume she will avoid jail. 

Emily Doyle-Gibbons was driving 
her Ford Fiesta when she lost control 
and careered across the carriageway 
into Malcolm Aplin’s Vauxhall Corsa. 

The 59-year-old care home owner, from 
Tettenhall, who leaves behind five children 
and five grandchildren, went into cardiac 
arrest after suffering ‘catastrophic ‘ inju¬ 
ries in the head-on smash at Port Lane be¬ 
tween Codsall and Brewood around 4.15pm 
on June 25 last year. 

Doyle-Gibbons was found guilty by a 10-2 
majority verdict and told by Judge James 
Burbidge QC, who adjourned sentencing 
until September 24: “Do not take it into 
your mind that you will avoid a custodial 
sentence. I shall keep an open mind.” 

Blame 

She was given an immediate driving ban. 
Mr Paul Spratt, prosecuting, told the jury 
during the Wolverhampton Crown Court 
trial that the collision was caused by her 
inattention. He said: “She drove across the 
carriageway and collided with Mr Aplin.” 

Eye-witness Michael Hayward said in a 
statement:“The collision was caused as a 
result of the silver car [Ford Fiesta] trav¬ 
elling towards me, being in the wrong lane. 
The car in front of me [Vauxhall Corsa] was 
totally not to blame.” 

The defendant, of Warren Drive, Dudley, 
tried to blame a defect with her car’s shock 
absorber, which was leaking fluid, for the 
fatal collision, but Mr Spratt maintained 
this was ‘not responsible or a significant 
contributor’. 

The defendant had been driving at up to 
the 60mph limit on her way to meet a friend 
for a pub meal and denied being distracted. 
She was running late, the court heard.

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10 Ten in Dudley 
die waiting for 
a transplant 

SEVENTY-TWO people from the 
Black Country and Staffordshire have 
died while waiting for an organ trans¬ 
plant in the last five years - including 
ten from Dudley 

The shocking statistics have been 
revealed today by NHS Blood and 
Transplant in a desperate bid to get 
more donors during Organ Donation 
Week. 

NHS Blood and Transplant says 
that although the number of donors 
is increasing and the waiting lists are 
reducing, 6,000 patients in the UK 
are currently hoping for a transplant. 
More people in the West Midlands are 
being urged to join the register. 

Nationally, around three people a 
day died in need of an organ. 

Emma Lawson, a specialist nurse 
organ donation team manager, who 
covers hospitals in the West Midlands, 
said: “It’s tragic so many people from 
the West Midlands have died waiting 
for a transplant. What is shocking is 
that many of those lives could have 
been saved, had more families agreed 
to donate organs. People are dying 
every day because some families are 
not talking about donation. 

““We don’t want people to die be¬ 
cause of a fatal complacency, that 
because you know you want to be an 
organ donor you presume your loved 
ones know it too. Please, let your fam¬ 
ily know your decision and ask them 
if they want to be donors.”

A CAR crashed into a lamp post out¬ 
side a row of shops in the Black Coun¬ 
try, smashing plant pots. The red 
SEAT was embedded in the lamp post 
after the crash in Colley Gate on Sat¬ 
urday night. Emergency services were 
sent to the scene but it is believed no- 
one was badly hurt.

Drunken ex smashed up former 
partner's IV with a hammer 


Cash machine blown apart by thieves 


TWO men blew up a cash machine 
outside a Cradley shop, stealing hun¬ 
dreds of pounds in the early hours. 

They targeted the cashpoint outside 
the Nisa store in Colley Gate,using a 
gas bottle to detonate the machine be¬ 
fore stealing the cash from inside the 
wrecked machine. The pair then fled 
the scene in a white car towards Lye. 

The latest incident marks the sec¬ 
ond time the Nisa store has been tar¬ 
geted by criminals in a fortnight. 

West Midlands Police has now 
launched an investigation following 
the theft, which is believed to have 
taken place at around 2.30am on Fri¬ 
day. 

The cash machine has since been 
boarded up. 

Andrew Newton, who has been 
manager of the Nisa store for the last 
four years, said the crooks were seen 
on CCTV to move out of the way of 
the machine before they detonated 
the gas. 

The 41-year-old said: “It was about 
half past two in the morning. It was 
a white Fiesta that pulled up outside. 
They got a gas bottle out and it stood 
around about chest height. 

“They linked it to the cash machine 
and pumped it with gas and promptly 
blew it up. It was obviously very dan¬ 
gerous. They moved out of the way 
before the gas was detonated. There 
was a bit of fire. 

“I do not think they got much 
money really - it was in the hun¬ 
dreds.”

A JILTED father-of-two went on terrifying drunken wrecking 
sprees at the Stourbridge home of his former partner. 

The pair had split up and Sean Payne was banned from having any 
contact with the woman after beating her up on March 27 last year but 
repeatedly broke the restraining order this summer, Wolverhampton 
Crown Court was told. 

The victim heard the sound of breaking glass at her Shenstone Road home 
and found the lounge window had 
been smashed shortly after midnight 
on June 20. She saw the 23-year-old 
defendant running away. 

Payne struck again late at night ten 
days later when he followed her and a 
man into the house in an effort to talk 
to her but when that failed he angrily 
snatched up a hammer that was lying 
nearby.

Mr Matthew Brook, prosecuting, 
said the defendant, who had a drink 
problem, accidentally hit her on the 
side, throwing the hammer with 
which he smashed a new £500 TV. He 
handed himself in to police on July 10. 

Mr Oliver Woolhouse, defending,- 
said: “He has been struggling with 
alcohol addiction and this led to them 
splitting up. He has been through 
seven weeks of detox after being held 
in custody following his arrest. 

“Drink has been the trigger and, if 
he can stay away from it with the help 
of probation and other services, his of¬ 
fending will end.” 

Payne, of The Broadway, Norton, 
admitted harassment, criminal dam¬ 
age and breaching the restraining 
order. He was given a ten-month jail 
term suspended for two years plus 200 
hours of unpaid work. He was told to 
pay £140 compensation and the re¬ 
straining order was extended. 


STOCK levels are ‘critically low’ at 
the Black Country Foodbank, which 
has launched an urgent appeal for 
donations.

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It could have been me 
instead of Carl, says pal 



A FRIEND of murdered pa¬ 
perboy Carl Bridgewater has 
revealed how he came close 
to being the target of the 
teenager’s brutal killers in¬ 
stead of his schoolfriend. 

Adrian Goodaker was speaking as 
the 40th anniversary approaches of 
the murder at Yew Tree Farm, near 
Stourbridge, where 13-year-old Carl 
was shot dead whilst delivering the 
evening paper after apparently inter¬ 
rupting a burglary. 

The buildings maintenance contrac¬ 
tor, now 54, told how he was offered 
the round just weeks before Carl, but 
turned it down to earn more money on 
a busier route. He even rode the route 
with his best friend John Hanson, who 
was giving up the round, and remem¬ 
bered calling at Yew Tree Farm. 

Delivered 

“When I see photographs of that en¬ 
trance in newspapers and books and 
think T delivered a paper through that 
very door’, I realise how lucky I was. 

“I went out with John to see how I 
would like it. It was a beautiful area, 
all million-pound homes, very exclu¬ 
sive but only about 20 houses on the 
route, so consequently less pocket 
money. My twin brother Ian had a 
round twice that size and earned twice 
the money so I told John the next day 
I’d let it go. Carl took on the round and 
sadly it wasn’t long, just a few weeks, 
before he was shot.” 

Police went on to charge suspects, 
who became known as the Bridgewa¬ 
ter Four, after they were arrested in 
connection with an armed robbery in 
Halesowen. Patrick Molloy, James 
Robinson, cousins Michael and Vin¬ 
cent Hickey had their convictions 
overturned after 18 years in 1997. 

On anniversaries of the killing on 


Carl Bridgewater - the murder of the 

13-year-old shocked the nation 

September 19, 1978, Mr Goodaker, 
who lived three doors from Carl in 
Wordsley, has considered marking the 
passing of his friend in some lasting 
way. 

Now he has set up a crowdfunding 
page aiming to raise £1,000 over the 
next month to create and install a 
bench at one of the teenager’s favour¬ 
ite places, Himley Hall, overlooking 
the lake where he used to sail. 

“Carl’s nickname was Atom because 
he had so much energy, I was Spud, 
my brother was Mouse, we all had 
nicknames,” says Mr Goodaker.

Chil¬ 
dren as young as 12 are being groomed to work as drug mules by deal¬ 


ers in almost 100 gang operations 

Two Black 
Country stores 
avoid the axe 

HOMEBASE has been given the 
green light to press ahead with a wave 
of store closures that will see 42 DIY 
outlets shut, affecting 1,500 jobs. But 
the Black Country escapes the axe. 

While Solihull and Droitwich will 
lose their branches in the latest round 
of closures, the stores in Wolverhamp¬ 
ton and Oldbury have been spared, as 
have branches in Cannock, Kidder¬ 
minster, Telford and Birmingham. 

The retailer is closing the stores via 
a Company Voluntary Arrangement 
(CVA), a controversial insolvency pro¬ 
cedure used by struggling firms. 

More than 95 per cent of landlords 
to the struggling chain voted to ap¬ 
prove the proposal at a meeting on 
Friday, staving off the immediate 
threat of administration. 

A total of 16 Homebase stores have 
been shut this year and the business 
has also axed 303 jobs at its head of¬ 
fice in Milton Keynes.

The youths are often left to operate 
from a stranger’s house taken over by 
the gang - a practice known as cuckoo¬ 
ing. The use of juveniles, Sgt Tomkin- 
son says, is to evade police attention. 

Trafficking 

The warning comes as figures pub¬ 
lished last week show the number of 
children referred for human traffick¬ 
ing and slavery has almost doubled 
across the Black Country and Staf¬ 
fordshire. They show child referrals 
for the first six months of this year by 
Wolverhampton council totalled 18. 
Sandwell Council referred 17, Walsall 
12, Staffordshire six and Dudley two. 

Sgt Tomkinson said: “It’s distress¬ 
ing to think this is taking place. The 
children are chosen because they are 
less likely to be identified and the drug 
dealer cannot afford to be caught.” 

He added: “We need to look out for 
our young people, ensure they are safe 
and do not fall into the such traps.”

Alan Riley boasted of his 35 years experience in an advert but failed 
to mention he was not registered to any official body and the last time 
that he had a valid qualification was in the 1970s.

NEARLY one in four people in Dud¬ 
ley face a week-long wait before they 
can see a Gil according to the annual 
NHS GP survey.

Dudley Council got a warrant to 
search Riley’s property on November 
17 and found a list of addresses where 
he worked. They checked and discov¬ 
ered the defendant had also installed 
a faulty fuse board at a house in Chil- 
tern Road, Amblecote. 

Mr Stephen Hamblett, defending, 
said: He had a career of over 30 years 
without complaint until this hap¬ 
pened. He qualified a long time ago but 
has not kept pace with the changing 
standards.” 

Riley from Osberton Drive, Dudley, 
who has now retired, was given an 18 
month conditional discharge and or¬ 
dered to pay £664 compensation and 
£1,800 towards the costs of the case. 


Criminals pay for force’s new eye in the sky

IT looks like something from a science 
fiction movie but it’s West Midlands 
Police’s latest weapon against crime. 

The force’s newest drone, the DJI 
Matrice 210, can zoom in and record 
car registration numbers from high in 
the sky. 


The black quadcopter, paid for by 
money seized from criminals, is capa¬ 
ble of flying in all weather conditions. 
The gadget can fly at speeds of 51mph. 

A total of £28,000 has funded three 
drones and training for seven remote 
control pilots. The money is raised 


from assets seized from convicted 
criminals by the Proceeds of Crime Act 
Asset Recovery Funding. 

West Midlands Police and Crime 
Commissioner David Jamieson wel¬ 
comed the drones, saying: “They can 
go where officers can’t.” 


Police will 
be checking 
driver vision 

EVERY motorist stopped by roads 
police officers in the West Midlands 
during September will be required to 
take eye tests. 

A police crackdown on drivers with 
defective eyesight has been launched 
and every motorist stopped by roads 
police officers will be required to read 
a number plate from 20 metres. 

Anyone who fails will have their 
driving licence immediately revoked. 

Data from the tests will be used to 
improve understanding of the extent 
of poor driver vision. The initiative 
is also being run by forces in Thames 
Valley and Hampshire, and is sup¬ 
ported by road safety charity Brake 
and optician firm Vision Express. 

Sergeant Rob Heard, representing 
the forces taking part in the cam¬ 
paign, said: “Not being able to see a 
hazard or react to a situation quickly 
enough can have catastrophic conse¬ 
quences.” 

He warned that officers will be car¬ 
rying out eyesight checks “at every 
opportunity”. 

Under current rules, the only man¬ 
datory examination of vision takes 
place during the practical test, when 
learners must read a number plate 
from 20 metres. Once someone has 
obtained their licence, it is up to them 
to tell the DVLA if they have a prob¬ 
lem with their eyesight.

BLACK Country historian, 
jazz musician and raconteur 
John Sparry has produced 
two new books taking a nos¬ 
talgic look back.

sion to modern life is an electric kettle. 

King Edward VI Grammar School 
dates back to 1552, and its most fa¬ 
mous former pupil was 18th centurey 
essayist, moralist and lexicographer 
Samuel Johnson, who found fame as 
the author of what is generally re¬ 
garded as Britain’s first dictionary. 

Romantic 

Another former pupil who became 
a major player in the literary world 
was Gerald Rusgrove Mills, the son 
of a Stourbridge solicitor, who in 
partnership with Charles Boon set 
up a publishing house in 1908 which 
would later become synonymous with 
romantic novels. John is well aware 
of the cynicism regarding the Mills & 
Boon brand in today’s literary world, 
but says that was not always the case. 

“Lest you greet this with a patron¬ 
ising smile, it must be noted that in 


their early days the firm of Mills & 
Boon published many scholastic works 
and books of reference,” he says. “In 
fact the name of Rupert Deakin, an 
ex-King Edward headmaster, is num¬ 
bered among Mills & Boon’s pre-First 
World War authors.” 

A more recent writer to emerge from 
the school is David Gray, the King- 
swinford-born tennis writer whose 
columns in The Guardian from 1956 to 
1976 made him one of the best-known 
sports journalists of his era. 

The book features a number of anec¬ 
dotes and memories of formidable and 
long-serving teacher Daisy Druller. 

John’s other book, Crazy Rhythm, 
looks at the lives of jazz musicians 
Derek Halford, Mick Webber, Pete 
Cater, Bryn Venus, and Richard Wer- 
rett, who became firm favourites at 
The Trumpet. It includes many an¬ 
ecdotes, photographs and newspaper 
cuttings about the famous five.

He 
also shows an emphatetic side, particularly on June. Few 
other bands would take on such a subject as the death of 
a child. But they are not dour, an air of positivity pervades 
their raw, infectious agit-pop. 

Idles will be in concert at the 02 Institute in 
Birmingham, on October 26, a busy night at the Digbeth 
venue with veteran reggae act The Mighty Diamonds and 
singer-songwriter Sophie Hunger in the other two rooms.

MG's hatchback receives a revamp

A thorough revamp of MG’s little hatchback 
marks another step in the awakening of an 
automotive giant. 

For more than a decade the famously British 
badge has been planted on the nose of cars 
coming from China and produced by one of 
the world’s biggest car companies, SAIC. 

But you have to look hard to spot a new 
MG on our roads, where 813 of them were 
registered in July. That only just beat the 
rather more upmarket Porsche, with 758 
sales, but it’s an upward trend. 

And that’s important; with sales for the 
month increased by a more than encouraging 
166 per cent there is optimism in the air 
around the MG brand. 

This new reworking of the MG3 aims to 
keep that sales trend heading upward. With 
other new models due in the next three years, 
including plug-in electric hybrids and even 
a battery powered roadster, we might quite 
soon see the MG badge more often. 

A much larger version now takes pride 
of place on the newly styled front of the 
MG3, complete with bolder radiator grille. 
There’s a bigger one on the back too, as MG 
emphasises those two famous initials. 

This styling refresh gives the MG3 more in 
common with its two newer siblings, in the 
shape of GS and SZ models, both hitching 
a ride on the current SUV boom, with the ZS 
accounting for more of half total sales of the 
brand. 

Inside the latest MG3 you’ll find a new 
dashboard complete with clearer instruments 
and a touchscreen adding a spot of style in a 
spacious interior that belies the modest price 
asked for the car - which starts at £9,495 for

an Explore model, slides through the £11,395 
Excite and tops out with the Exclusive at 
£12,795. 

All versions have Bluetooth telephone and 
audio streaming and AUX/USB as standard, 
while Excite and Exclusive gain the eight inch 
colour touchscreen with Apple CarPlay (but 
no Android Auto), DAB radio and steering 
wheel audio controls. The Exclusive version 
adds a reversing camera with dynamic 
guidelines to help pop it into a tight parking 
space. 

The entry level version costs £800 more 
than before but that’s not likely to dampen 
sales - more than half of new MG3s will be in 
the dearest spec, so buyers evidently don’t 
buy simply on cheapness. 

What may tempt them is the new seven year 
or 80,000 mile warranty that comes with this 
latest version, showing faith in its longevity 
and transferable to a new owner if you decide 
to sell up and move on. 

Under the bonnet beats a mildly upgraded 


version of the previous 1.5 litre petrol engine, 
meeting the latest emissions regulations and 
capable of powering the car to 108mph and to 
60mph in 10.4 seconds. 

Those are unremarkable figures - along with 
tailpipe emissions of 140g/km and official 
average economy of 47.1 mpg. Insurance in 
lowly groups seven or eight is more likely to 
impress. 

So too does the way the MG3 drives on 


the British roads where prototypes spent 
many thousands of miles in development of 
the original model. It translates into a nicely 
restrained ride and enough response to 
steering input to make corners something to 
welcome. 

A five-speed gearbox leaves you wanting a 
sixth ratio at motorway speeds and the engine 
never shows anything like enthusiasm if 
provoked. A 41.9mpg return on the dashboard 


display felt like a reasonable return though. 
At rest, the MG3 continues to impress with 
enough space inside for a quartet of grown 
ups and a boot capacity of 285 litres is no 
disgrace in the car’s supermini class. 

So, the latest MG3 takes the game on but 
only a little. It’s obvious attractions perhaps 
centre more on price and warranty but it’s a 
move in the right direction. Watch this space, 
as they say.

Tourer. Kia's game changer

Mention Kia until just a short few months ago, and 
most people would have thought of well-priced cars 
from the supermini sector to SUVs. A few might think 
of the more upmarket but low selling Optima saloon. 

Fewer still would associate the Korean manufacturer 
with a premium Grand Tourer-that is until now. 

The sensational Stinger hit our roads earlier this year 
taking Kia into the realms of the premium sector. The 
marque has brought back the age of beautiful and 
elegant high-performance gran turismo cars with the 
Stinger, the most adventurous model in Kia’s history. 

And it is extremely well-priced when put up against the 
opposition. Tons more kit than the German marques for 
several thousands of pounds less. Let’s hope the badge 
snobs can appreciate the Stinger and Kia can persuade 
buyers to look for quality and value rather than what they 
believe to be the ‘badge’ to be seen with. 

Five versions of the car are available in the UK, all with 
turbocharged direct-injection engines mated to an eight- 
speed automatic gearbox and featuring state-of-the-art 
electronic driver aids and connectivity systems. The 
‘GT-Line’ and ‘GT-Line S’ offer the choice of a 2.0-litre 
244bhp T-GDi petrol engine or a 2.2-litre 197bhp CRDi 
turbodiesel, while the range-topping ‘GT S’ is sold 
exclusively with a 3.3-litre 365bhp twin-turbo V6. The ‘GT 
S’, as the fastest and most powerful model in the range, 
also has electronic suspension damping and Brembo 
brakes. 



This car is all about the journey 

The Stinger can be quick but that’s not what it’s all 
about. It’s not terribly quick at the expense of comfort, 
it’s aim is not to be the first to arrive. This car is all about 
the journey. 

Stinger has all the classic gran turismo proportions 
- long bonnet, short front overhang, long wheelbase, 
cabin positioned towards the rear of the car, lengthy rear 
overhang beneath broad shoulders and a ‘Coke-bottle’ 
nip in the waist. It sets a template for Kia’s bold and 
exciting future and is the final step in the company’s 
transition from a manufacturer of purely rational, durable, 
value-centric cars to one able to compete with the 
world’s best for desirability, design and technology. 

I tested the range-topping 3.3 T-GD- V6 GT S - what 
a car and what a drive. Many motoring colleagues who 
have driven the 2.0 litre versions say they are more than 
adequate. But the 3.3 is something else. OK you don’t 
get anywhere near the same economy but if you choose 
to spend your money on fuel rather than another treat. 

It has rock solid road holding, weaves around the lanes 
and elegantly cruises on motorways while its smooth 
automatic gearbox does the job faultlessly. 

The interior is luxurious with plenty of space for 
five people and their luggage. There’s lot of leather 
and quality trim including an aluminium-finish centre 
console, a chrome strip running all the way around the 
cabin, suede-feel headlining, satin chrome interior door 
handles, alloy pedals, stainless steel door scuff plates 
and five aeronautically inspired spoked circular air vents. 

Dual automatic air conditioning is fitted to every 
model, and there is a 7.0-inch LCD Thin Film Transistor 
supervision cluster and a customisable head-up 
display which allows key information to be projected 
onto the windscreen. ‘GT-Line S’ and ’GT S’ also have 
a 360-degree around-view monitor. Every model has 
has a DAB radio with MP3 compatibility and Bluetooth 
with music streaming. Additionally Apple CarPlay™ and 
Android Auto™ offer voice control. My GT S version 
had so much packed into it I’ll leave you to Google the 
full spec. Except to mention the concert hall quality 
15-speaker harman/kardon premium system. 

Safety, of course is paramount, and Stinger has a full 
pack of active and passive systems. And on top of all 
that you get the same seven-year/100,000 mile warranty 
as other Kia models, something not offered elsewhere. 

Prices start at £32,025 for the GT-Line - such a lot for 
your money.

Facelift and upadte for Hyundai's i20

The i20 is Hyundai’s combatant in the 
viciously competitive B-segment, where 
manufacturers battle it out with superminis 
that sell in huge numbers. 

It’s been a decade since Hyundai launched 
the underwhelming first-generation i20 into 
the market and four years since the second- 
generation model came along to render it 
obsolete. 

Now, the South Korean brand has given 
the i20 a facelift in the hope of driving more 
sales. The most obvious change to the i20 
is its exterior styling. At the front of the car, 
the bumper has been updated and a new 
cascading grille has been added. 

The back bumper has also been changed, 
while the rear lights have been re-designed 
with a more dynamic aesthetic. 

Also notable is the new range of Hyundai 
SmartSense driver assistance features, such 
as lane departure warning, lane-keeping 
assist, autonomous emergency braking, 
driver attention alert and high beam assist. 

The i20 is available with a choice of two 
petrol engines. The first is a 1.2-litre unit, 
which can either produce 74bhp or 83bhp. 
Both versions of this engine come with a five- 
speed manual gearbox. 

The second choice of engine is a 1.0-litre 
T-GDI. The 98bhp version is available with 
a five-speed manual or seven-speed dual¬ 
clutch automatic transmission. On the other 
hand, the 118bhp option comes with a six- 
speed manual gearbox. 

Our test car was fitted with the 98bhp 
version of the 1.0-litre turbocharged 
engine and the seven-speed dual-clutch 
transmission. While the engine had perfectly 
adequate punch for a supermini such as the

i20, the automatic gearbox really let the car 
down a little as it struggled to keep up and 
didn’t change up until around 6,250rpm at full 
throttle. 

There’s not too much wrong with the way 
the i20 drives. One area that could do with 
improvement is the steering, which - as with 
many other Hyundai models - is overly light. 

In contrast, one area the i20 wins points on 
is its ride comfort. The car absorbs bumps 
impressively in the road at any speed, which 
contributes to a smooth driving experience. 
This makes a refreshing change from all the 
models out there with unnecessarily harsh 
suspension. 

Despite the weightless steering, the i20 
doesn’t seem to have any problem coping in 
the corners. The car holds the road well and 
feels fairly refined, even at higher speeds. 

There’s no getting away from the fact that 
the new i20 doesn’t look much different from 
the pre-facelift model. The most noticeable 
updates are the new rear lights, which help 
give the car a more dynamic look. 

In terms of colour, there are three new 


paints available on the facelifted i20 - Tomato 
Red, Champion Blue and Clean Slate. They 
sit alongside the already existing shades of 
Passion Red, Sleek Silver, Stardust Grey, 

Polar White and Phantom Black. 

The build quality of the i20 isn’t top notch. 
Despite being quite a high specification 
example, our test car had a lot of scratchy 
plastics throughout the cabin and featured 
some unattractive trim pieces that had come 
straight out of the comparatively budget ilO. 

That said, everything functions perfectly 
well. A highlight is the seven-inch touchscreen 


infotainment system, which is very intuitive and 
user friendly, and adds a touch of class to the 
interior. Something the i20’s interior really has 
going for it is space. Not only is there ample 
legroom and headroom in both the front and 
back seats, but the car also has a 301-litre 
boot with a removable floor. 

It almost goes without saying that price is the 
category where a Hyundai should dominate 
the field, but the i20 is a bit of a mixed picture. 

The basic S Connect model costs £13,955, 
which buys you air conditioning, a seven-inch 
touchscreen infotainment system and DAB 


radio. Paying £15,495 for the SE model adds 
front fog lights, an extra pair of audio speakers 
and the full range of Hyundai SmartSense 
driver assistance features. 

The Premium Nav specification starts at 
£16,245 and includes 16-inch alloy wheels, 
climate control and satellite navigation. Our 
test car was at the top end of this trim level, 
costing £18,945. 

Finally, the top-spec Premium SE Nav trim 
level starts at £17,295 and comes with chrome 
exterior door handles, a sunroof and a grey 
dedicated radiator grille.

Cox declares after an 
innings to remember 


IT HAS spanned five decades, more than 
850 matches, included countless silver¬ 
ware and involved some of the most fa¬ 
mous names in cricket. 

Now, 44 years after making his debut at the 
age of 12, Richard Cox has decided to declare 
his Birmingham League playing career fin¬ 
ished. 

Cox, who was the league’s longest-serving player, 
took to the field for the final time at a second XI 
match between Halesowen and West Bromwich Dart¬ 
mouth, the two clubs with whom he hoisted a host of 
trophies. 

“It felt like now is the right time. You can’t go on 
forever,” said Cox. “There are a number of factors. 
I had a pretty nasty car accident last winter and 50 
overs in the field was already becoming quite a strain. 

“I’d noted when this fixture was scheduled when 
I’d made up my mind. I didn’t say anything about 
it. I guess I just wanted to go out on my own terms.” 

Passion 

Cricket has been a 24-7 existence for Cox, both as a 
player and in the many roles he has held as an admin¬ 
istrator. But the sport has been less a hobby, or even 
a job - and more a religion. 

The passion he holds for the game still burns as 
brightly as it did when he first set foot inside Edgbas- 
ton cricket ground as a seven-year-old boy. 

Cox’s father Trevor, who both played and umpired, 
was a major influence. “It was dad who got me into 
it, he just loved the game,” he said. “I’ve often asked 
why I’ve played for so long. I’m guessing most people, 
having worked in the sport from Monday to Friday, 
would want their weekends off. 

“But it’s because my father ingrained in me this 
deep love for the game, which will be with me until 
I’m no longer here. The Birmingham League has and 
always will be part of my world.” 

Cox made his first forays as a youth player with 
south Birmingham club Old Edwardians, before mak¬ 
ing the move to Dartmouth, where he made his league 
bow in a second XI clash with Warwickshire Colts. “It

was right place at the right time,” he said. “Someone 
dropped out and I was called up.” 

Cox would go on to spend the next 25 years at 
Sandwell Park, 10 as captain of the first XI. After a 
season at Harborne, he then began an 18-year stint at 
Halesowen, where he captained the team to the 2002 
Premier Division title in remarkable circumstances. 

“I remember being called up on the Friday by David 
Manning, the club’s head of cricket,” recalls Cox. “He 
said: ‘We are 18 points off the relegation zone and 
sinking fast. I need you to take over the captaincy and 
try and keep us up.’ Five weeks and six games later 
we’d won the league! ” 

Cox had already tasted league glory at Dartmouth 
nine years previously, while he was part of the team 
which won the knockout cup six years on the spin 
and reached the National Knockout final at Lord’s in 
1993, where they lost to league rivals Old Hill. 

What sticks out above the trophies, however, are 
the endless anecdotes and memories. 

In 1999, Cox was part of the Dartmouth team 
which played Smethwick when Wasim Akram, then 
Pakistan captain, made his debut in front of 3,000 
spectators. He was at the non-striker’s end when 
Akram delivered the ball which left team-mate Rob¬ 
ert Fenton with a broken jaw. 

“I spent a week with the bowling machine at Edg- 
baston cranked up to 90mph to give myself a chance,” 
Cox recalls. “But nothing compared to facing him in 
real life - he came round the wicket from behind the 


umpire often with the ball covered up by his right 
hand in the run up so you couldn’t detect which way 
it would swing. It was a guessing game. 

“He then resorted to bouncing people. Robert had 
his jaw broken and I think his toe as well. It was an 
honour to be out there.” 

Cox counts his match-saving 44 not out, compiled 
over more than 40 overs in the middle, as among his 
most memorable innings, along with an unbeaten 
55 for the league select XI against a Warwickshire 
attack featuring Allan Donald, Gladstone Small and 
Tim Munton. 

He’s had some illustrious team-mates too. Cox re¬ 
gards former Zimbabwe Test stars Dave Houghton 
and Andy Flower as the best two he ever played 
alongside. Flower, Dartmouth’s overseas player in 
1994 and 1995, went on to manage and coach Eng¬ 
land. 

“Andy was one of the great innovators,” says Cox. 
“I have never known a player prepared to be so hard 
on themselves. He was relentless in his pursuit of suc¬ 
cess. I’ve been lucky to have played alongside some 
fantastic cricketers. There are simply too many to 
mention, so many unsung heroes. 

Glorious 

“The late 1980s and early 1990s, in particular, was 
a glorious time to be involved in Birmingham League 
cricket. The competition was fierce but played in the 
right manner. You had so many good overseas players 
and county players.” 

Cox’s career off the field would also make a decent 
book. Currently the head of West Midlands region 
for the ECB, a role in which he oversees five county 
boards, his previous jobs have included academy 
manager at Warwickshire, general manager of Shrop¬ 
shire, while he even had a stint as chief executive of 
the Netherlands cricket. 

“There’s an old saying if you can find a job which 
is your hobby, you’ll never work a day in your life,” 
adds Cox. “My current job with the ECB is based at 
Edgbaston. I still drive in through the gates every 
morning with the same enthusiasm I had as a seven- 
year-old boy, walking through them for the first time.
